Your dear sweet littl*- 
dated Jan. 18. did not rest 
until a few days ago, the probable 
reason being that our Dear t nit- 
ed States Government is so busy 
seeing that the hoys over here, 
fighting for you and 20,000 other 
little girls about your age, get 
plenty of warm clothes and shoes, 
good wholesome food, and lots of 
airplanes, cannon, rifle, bayonets, 
■hells, cartridges 
and 
grenades, 
that our mail is quite often de­ 
layed. 
Of course, we soldiers like, oh, 
so very much to have letters trom 
home, but we realise that I nele 
Sam has a mighty big .job on his 
bands.
